



Annual Report of the District Road Qess Committee 6. Mandhoom forthe cess year 1883-82. 


‘ 1. Working of the Act.—The total demand on account of the year 1883-84, for i 
cess’ was Rs, 31,359, the amount of arrears outstanding from the previous year was Rs, 1,774; 


of Rs. 2,295 was realized within the year, together with Rs. 37 on account of future 
Rg _ quarters, and Rs. 37 remitted by order of the Board of Revenue. The demand on account 
} of interest for the year was Rs. 283-8-0, the arrears outstanding under this head. from last 
year, amounted to Rs. 5; the whole of these amounts, with the exception of Rs. 16, were 
realized, and Rs. 3-8 remitted during the year. 
The revision of the last revaluation is still in progress. ‘ 
2. The Working of the Committee.—A meeting was convened regularly every month, and 
4 there was no meeting without a quorum. © The usual abstract giving details of the 
attendance of members is furnished in appendix A. : : :

Wirn advertence to order of Government in the Public Works Department, I have the 
honour to report on work executed on the district roads during the cess year ended the 30th 
September 1884, with a brief sketch of what is proposed to be dove during the cess year 
1884-85, ending 30th September 1885. 

’ No.1, Midnapore road, 71 miles —Substantial repairs have been executod to 10 miles of 
this line, and surface repairs to the remaining length. One timber platform culvert between 
mile 36-37 has been replaced by an arched masonry one, and four have been repaired ; the one 
mile of kunkur metalling near the station has been removed aud repaired according to require- 
ments. During the cess year 1884-85 it is proposed to repair the line according to require- 
ments, and the two timber platform bridges at Govindpur and Khakro, which covld not ‘be 
undertaken during 1883-84 for want of funds, 

No. 2, Bairagora road, 21 miles.—Thorough repairs have been executed to three miles of 
this road, and the remaining length has been repaired according to requirements, together with 
three wooden culverts. During the cess year 1884-85 it is proposed to repair the line and 
culverts as required, and executed thorough repairs to four miles. 

No. 8, Burrakur road, 29 miles.—Substantial repairs have been éxecuted to 14 miles of 
this line, and surface repairs to the’remaining length: the two miles of kunkur metalling. 
near the station have been renewed and repaired wherever necessary. During the cess year 
1884-85 it is proposed to repair the line according to requirements, to arch the timber platform 
bridge at T'angrani, and metal two miles of road in sandy soil near the Raro river. 

No, 4, Khursona road, 16 miles.—Thorough repuirs bave been executed to seven miles of 
this line, and petty repairs have been executed to the remaining length, One timber platform 
culvert has also been repaired. During the cess year 1884-85 it is proposed to repair 
the line according to requirements, together with the wooden culverts thereon. 

No. 5, Bandgoon road, 44 miles.—Vhorough repairs have been executed to six miles of 
this road, and surface repairs to the rest: the passes of Milepee and Noada have been repaired 
and improved : five wooden culverts have been renewed, and seven timber platforms repaired. 
During the cess year 1884-85 it is proposed to repair the line and staging bungalow at 
Ban according to requirements, 

- ‘0, 22, kulia road, 20 miles.—Thorough ‘repairs have been executed to two miles of 
this line, and? surface repairs to -the remaining length.- During the cess year 1884-85 it is 
proposed to eexcute repairs according to requirements and thoroughly repair two miles of road.

There was 2 sufficient attendance, 
at only two of them to, form a quorum, as the*majority of the members attended no 
meeting at all. These facts appear to indicate that the committees generally do not 
take sufficient interest in their work. There is g branch committee in the district at 
Giridit.: It held six meetings during the -year under report. The attendance of its 
members is reported to have been good. ’ - 

9. In Lohardugga there were six meetings during the year, and the average attendance 
of members was satisfactory, being seven against-four of the previous year. All the 
members who attended the meetings aye said to have shown great interest in the proceed-» 
ings. Two members of the head-quarter’s committee supervised village road works, 
Regarding the Palamow Brauch Committee, the Assistant Commissioner says nothirg, 
but the res in the above statement show that the attendance of members was by no 
means all that could be desired. : ° ? 


., 10. In Manbhoom a meeting was convened regularly every month, and on every 


occasion there was a quorum, There is no branch committee in the Govindpore sub- 
division, The roads in that sub-division are supervised by the sub-divisional officer, and 
the payments to contractors are made by ‘cheques drawn by him on the sub-treasury. 
This practice was objected to by the: Examiner of Local Fund Accounts in his last 
inspection. A separate tommunication has been addressed to Government in the Finan- 
cial Department containing proposals for the formation of a branch committee. in the 
‘ sub-division, but no orders have yet been received on the subject. In Singbhoom the 
commnittee held only two meetings. The average attendance.at each was 85, -

It will be seen from the sbove statement that the total- collec\ous amowhted to 
Rs. 1,21,404, or. 94°0. per cent, on total demand (Rs. },20,837) ayainst 98°6 per cent. 
of the previous year. The decréase is due to the short collections of current demand in - 
Manbhoom, in which district -the total percentage fell from 934 1n the. previous, year

18. . The following table shows the total funds at the disposal of the «several District 

Road Committees, jnciuding the balance of the previous year, with the percentage cost of 
different establishments :— F 
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* * The percentage of cost of all establishments on total income ranged from 25:11 in 
Manbhoom to 9:7 in Singbhoom, and that of cost of establishment of office of collections 
from 8‘9 in Manbhoom to Hazaribagh. The percentage of establishment on works to 

* expenditure thereon was from 24°65 in Manbhoom to 12:29 in Singbboom. In all cases’ 
the highest rate of charges was in Manbhoom. : ‘ ‘ 

14. Original works.—In Hazaribagh ‘the ofiginal works consisted of the completion 
of certain culverts and metalling of the third mile of the Hazaribagh and Chattra road, 
the construction of a puéca well at Lepo and of earthwork (partly finished) on the Burli 
and Gawan road, which was tdken in hand as a quasi-relief work. The total allotment 
under the head of Original warks in the budget estimate of this district was Rs. 9,200, 
but the total expenditure amounted to Ks,-10,925. The excess is due to the expenditure 
on the Hazaribagh-Chettra road having exceeded the original estimate. 

15. In Lohardugga two permanent masonry bridges of 30 and 25 feet span respec- 
tively, and six brick masonry culverts weré completed during the year under review, 
A portion of the Hina diversion line has been finished with earthwork, turfing and temporary 
bridges, and materials were collected on the Bharatpore, Karak and Pokoria bridges. In 
addition to the atove, some expenditure was incurredin making a survey of five roads. 
*A sum of Rs, 14,419 was provided under this head in the budget estimate of this district, 
but only Rs. 8,686 was spent, the residue Rs, 5,733 having been transferred to the head of 
Kepairs. ; ; 

. 16. In Manbhoom no provision was made for original works during the year under 
report, but Rs. 381 was expended in constructing a well at the Kohu cart serai.. «ie 

17. In Singbhoom 2 sum of Rs. 798 was spent in constructing one culvert of two feet 
span on the Midnapore road, and in metalling two miles of the Burrakur road. : 

18. Repairs.—In Hazaribagh the repairs of the Itkhori aud Pudwa road, and the 

+ portion of the Gya-Deoghur pilgrim road from the boundary of the district to Munjhniah, 
and the village road from Jainuggur to Murkucha, were taken up as relief works, Govern-- 
ment having sanctioned a grant of Rs. 3,000, which was supplemented by a transfer of 
Rs. 2,000 from the grant for village roads in the Giridih sub-division, Roads Nos. 1, 2, 4 to 
11, 18, 20,21, 28 to 27 were also maintained. The total budget allotment under this héad, 
inclusive of tree-planting, inspection bungalows, and village roads was Rs. 25,578, of . 
which Rs, cole on expended, The Deputy Commissioner considers it desirable that 
the important @ir-weather roads, which undergo considerable wear and tear, should be 
gravelled gradually as funds permitted, as this would eventually greatly diminish the cost 
of their maintenance. Sirs , 

* 19. In Lohardugga under this head about 502 miles of different roads have been 

: y.tepaired. ‘The work, as stated in the Depaty Commissioner’s report, consisted 

of filling, cutting, levelling, dressing, sloping bank of streams, turfing slopes, repairing and 

me en rary bridges from 8 to 50 feet span, and repairing the fencing of over 65 

miles soa A sum of Rs. 36,228 was orizinally provided under this head; but 

Rs. 5,738 was subsequently received by transfer from original work, and .Rs. 600 from 
collection establishments. Of the total, Rs. 42,561, nearly the whole amount was spent.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Tue wording of Bengal Act III of 1879 muss the Inspector appointed under the 
Act to make a careful and detailed examination of all boilers and prime-movers to which the 
Act aeplict, before he ts or renews a certificate authorizing their use. It appears, how- 
ever, that in practice the provisions of the law have not been enforced in respect of pri 
movers. It has been represeuted to Government that such a periodical examination of prime- 
movers as the Act contemplates would be a serious hindrance to business ; ee are 
usually in charge of competent persons, who are well acquainted with their details and 
their working ; and that while a careful inspection of boilers is necessary to secure the safety 
of work-poople and the public, the risk in respect of prime-movers is inconsiderable, and more- 
over is not of a kind which periodical examination by an Inspector would be mr Age obviate, 
eo boreal grounds it was suggested that all reference to prime-movers should be expunged

A reference, however, to the legislation in force in other provinces of India shows that 

the periodical inspection of prime-movers is required in Bombay under Bombay Act V of 1873, 
and in British Burma under Act XVIII of 1882. It does not appear advisable that the | 
Government should abandon sll power to ascertain whether a prime-mover is in proper W 
order, and it will perhaps be found possible to retain this power under conditions which 
relieve the owners of prime-movers from the inconvenience which might result from a strict |

It has been stated that 
a public memorial protesting against the Bill has either been sent in to the Government, or 
is shortly about to be sent in. In my opinion it would be desirable, under these cireym- 
stances, to delay proceeding further with the Bill until the memorial shall have been con- 
sidered. I concur in the Advocate-General’s suggestion.

We, the members of the Select Committee, to which the Bill to extend the system of 
Local Self-Government in Bengal was referred, have the honour to submit this our further 
report. 

Preliminary. 

The Bill, as preliminarily amended, provided for retrospective confirmation of elections 
of Union Committees held before the passing of the Act, We have not cousidered it 
desirable to retain this provision. 

We have provided that appointments under the Cess Act, 1880, shall hold good unless, 
within one year of the date on which the Act comes into force in any district, the District 
Board agolishes the office or makes a new appointment in respect of it. 

We have introduced defiaitions of ‘ Financial year ” and ‘‘ Cess year.” 


PART I. 


Lécal Authorities. 


_ We have made numerous changes in that Chapter of this Part which relates to the con- 
stitution of District and Local Boards. We have altered the provision under which Local 
Boards could only send delegates to the District Board. We have allowed the Local Boards 
to elect any representatives they may wish, with the proviso that ouly persons who may be 
gpelited for election a8 members of a Local Board may be elected members of a District 

joard. The Bill, as preliminarily amended, secured the establishment of a Local Board 
only to sub-divisions to which the provision relating to Union Committees had been 
extended, and it secured the election of some of the members of the Local Board only to 
thannahs in which Union Committees had been established. We consider that the experi- 
enee of the working of the elective system under the Bengal Municipal Act justifies us in 
extending the scope of these provisions.

Tt will be observed that we have confined the franchise to persons‘actually tesiding in the 
area under the authority of the Local Board. We propose, however, to admit to candidature 
persons with educational qualifications and local: knowledge and interest, though they may 
not reside within the jurisdiction of the Board, The section relating to the qualifications 
of members runs thus :— 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor shall make rules, consistent with this Act, defining the quali- 
fications of candidates for election as members of each Local Board established in a district 
mentioned in the third schedule of this Act :

left unfilled. Provision was introduced with the vigw of obviating the necessity of holding 
formal elections for short periods. We are ‘of opinion, however, that the balance of 
advantage is in favour of leaving all vacuncies*to ‘be filled’ in ‘the ‘ordinary ‘course. We

PART Il. 
Finance. 


We have provided in section 46 of the Bill, as now presented, that the rate at which the 
road cess is levied in any district when the Act comes into force shall not be reduced without 
the sanction of the Lieutenaut-Governor. This we consider to be a necessary condition of 
the extension of the elective system for which we have made provision in Part I, It is 
generaily admitted that the present rate could not be reduced in any district without grave 
detriment to the pablic interests, and if the unrestricted power of reduction were conceded, 
we should be unable to recommend that payers of one rupee of road ces: should be allowed 
to vote for the election of members of Local Boards in 17 districts, It has seemed to us 
better to place the constitution of these Boards on a popular basis, while safeguarding the 
funds to be administered by them, than to give a power which could not be exercised 
without injury to the public interests, while endeavouring to guard against its exercise 
by leaving the appomtment of the members of the Board to the discretion of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. We have done away with the distinction between the procedure 
tobe adopted where the estimates have been approved by two-thirds of the members 

_ of the District Board, aud that to be adopted where they have been approved 
by less than two-thirds, and have given the Commissioners the same power of dealing with 
them as is given in the Municipal Act in regard to the estimates of Municipalities, ‘The 
changes made in the sections relating to the District Fund call for no special remark. The 
omission of the provision for the payment of a share of the salary of an Inspector of Local 
Works, and of the cost of his establishment, will be referred to further on in our report. 
We have considered a suggestion that the preamble of the Cess Act should be amended so 
ag to admit of the proceeds of the road cess being amulgamated with the other sources of 
income of the District Board for general expenditure. As, however, the sections ia the Cess 
Act relating to the application of the proceeds of the road cess have been expressly amended 
in the Bill, we do not consider any further action necessary in this conuection. : 


PART III. 
Duties and Powers of Local Authorities. 


We have omitted the sections relating to the management of ‘ferries, as this subject is 
being dealt with in a separate Bill. Under section 63 of the Bill, as preliminarily amended, 
all schools, other ‘than primary schools in Unions and grant-in-aid schools, were made over to 
the management of the District Boards; and under the succeeding section power was given to 
the Lieutenant-Governor to exclude any particular schovuls or class of schools from their 
management. We have amended the sections relating to education so as to make it clear 
that ail primary and middle schools under public management, other than schools for the 


education of Europeans and Kurasians, will be under the management of the District Board, - 


while the Board may, ‘with its own consent, be made responsible for the management of any 
other school or class of schools. Provision nas also been made to enable the Lieutenant- 
Governor @% transfer funds to the Board for expenditure on the improvement of primary 
schools under private management. We have omitted the section providing for the recovery 
of the cost of maintaining patients, who are not paupers, in hospitals. In the sections 
relating to Public#Works, as ‘throughout this ‘Chapter, we have, in accordance with the 
instractions of the Secretary of State, omitted all.language which would appear to involve a 
transfer of any property vested in Her Majesty. In regard to all works or buildings to be 
now made over, ‘we have used ‘the words “control and administration.” We have used the 
word vest” in regard only to works to'be constructed by the District Board from its own 
funds, or hereafter in any way to be acquired by it. We have giventhe District Boards power, 
with the sanction of the Lientenant-Governor, to guarantee the interest on capital expended 
on works to improve the meaus of communication within their district or between it and other 
districts, We tiave omitted from this Part the section relating to the appointment and pay- 
ment of In of Local Works, Under the present law Divisional Superintendents of 
Works are only appointed on the application of the District Boards concerned. We consider 
that, if stich an officer is now paid for by the District Boards, he should be ap-

In the Chapter dealing with the duties and powers of Union Committees, we have made 
the following changes. We have excluded the provision relating to the payment of the 
salaries of the gurus of primary schools, We have limited the power of the Committees 
in regard to the cleausing and repair of public tanks and the like to an expenditure not 
exceeding one hundred rupees in each case. The section giving them power to require 
owners or occupiers to cleanse private tanks or lands has been objected to, and we have 
decided to omit it. 


PART IV. 


Control. 


We have omitted the provision giving the Commissioner and the Magistrate of the 
District such of the powers of general control vested in the Lieutenant-Goyernor as he may 
confer upon them by rules. We are of opinion that the specific provisions defining their 

powers in regard to control are sufficient. We have considered it unnecessary to i 
the Magistrate of the District of powers in regard to inspection, suspension of the 
i action of a local authority, and execution of works in cases of emergency, whei 
he is Chairman of the District Board. We have altered section 128 of the Bill, ag 
preliminarily amended, so as to make it incumbent upon the Commissioner to submit to the 
Lieutenant-Governor copies of proceedings in those cases only in which he has confirmed, or 
upheld with modifications, an order of the Magistrate of the District. We havo amplified the 
section relating to disputes so as to provide for the settlement of such matters, as far as 

possible, by the authorities immediately superior to the authorities concerned, 
We have altered the section relating to the liability of members of local authorities so 
‘ as to make it exclusive rather than inclusive, We have also amended the section prescribing a 
penalty on a member or servant of a local authority being interested in its contracts, Instead 
of declaring the offence to be one punishable under the Indian Penal Code, we have fixed 
} a specific punishment. We have at the same time expressly saved shareholders in joint 
j stock companies contracting with a local authority, persons interested in newspapers pub- 
lishing its advertisements, and holders of debentures or other security issued by the

ae STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Tue law relating to the administration of ferries in Bengal is now to be found in 
Regulation VI of 1819 and Act 1 (B.C.) of 1866. The Regulation vests the control of 
ferries in Magistrates and Joint-Magistrates, and gives them the exclusive power of 
framing rules for their management, fixing rates of toll, and appointing persons to superin- 
tend them. lt is now proposed that most of the public ferries in Bengal should be placed 
under the management of District Boards and Municipalities, and this will entail an amend- 
ment of the law. The opportunity will be taken to replace the obsolete provision of the 
law by provisions which will accord with the actual conditions of the administration, and 
to introduce various improvements of which the necessity has long been recognized and which 
have only been postponed pending comprehensive legislation.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Ir is proposed by this Bill (1) to establish a system of voluntary registration of births 
and deaths for the benefit of such classes of the com munity as would be likely to avail them- 
selves of such registration, (2) to establish general registry offices for keeping registers of the 
births and deaths so registered, aud of marriages registered under Act 111 of 1872 or the 
Indian Christian Marriage Act, 1872 (XV of 1872), and (3) to provide machinery for giving 
evidential value to certain existing registers of births, baptisms, deaths, burials and marriages, 
which have been kept under no law. me 


2. The subject of the registration of births and deaths among Enropeans in India has © 
heen long under the consideration of the Government, whose attention has, moreover, been 
frequently directed to it by memorials from various Christian religious bodies frging very 
strougly the need for legislation. 


3. The Indian Statate-book contains at present no general law for the registration of 
Lirths and deaths. There are, indeed, enuctments which provide for the registration of births 
and deaths within certain specified areas, principally municipalities and cantomments, but, in 
the first place, these enactments are strictly local in their nature, leaving the greater portion 3 zie 
of the country unprovided for, and, in the next place, their provisions, being directed primarily 

to. statistical purposes, are not of such a nature as to make the registers of births and deaths

' Documentary evidense of all marriages under the former Act is, by the provisions of the 
« Actor the orders thereunder, sent to the Secretary to the Local Government, who is also 
© empowered to grant certified copies which are receivable in evidence, 1t would seem, therefore, 
at first sight, that nothing further was required. But, as a matter of fact, uot only are no 
arrangements made for maintaining an index to the marriages the records of which are retained 
in the local Secretariat, but the greater portion of the marriage records whieh are received in 
the local Secretariat have, under section 81 of the Act and the orders in force, to be sent on 
in original to the Government of India in the Home Departwent for transmission to the 
Secretary of State; so that the greater number of the marriage records which reach the local 
Secretariat. do not remain there for purposes of reference, aud such as do remain are, owing to 
the absence of an index, practically valueless. 


As to Act III of 1872, this Act makes no provision for the marriages solemnized under 
it being reported to any central authority. The marriage-certiticate books for which it 
provides are retained by the Registrar, who is not even required to index them, Their value 
as records of the marriages to which they refer is accordingly much diminished. 


8. The Government of India have, therefore, availed themselves of the opportunity of the 
proposed legislation for the. registration of births and deaths to remove these defects in the 
mnarriage-registration law, by providing for general registry offices for keeping registers, nut 
only of the births and deaths which may be registered under the proposed law, but also of 
marriages which may be registered under Act ILL of 1872 or the Indium Christian Marriage 
Act, 1972. 

9, The present Bill extends (section 2) to the whole of British India, and, so far as 
regards subjects of Her Majesty, to the dominions of Princes and States in India in alliance 
with Her Majesty. 

10. As there seems to be no way of utilizing for the special purposes in view the compul- 
sory system of registration of births and deaths which is prescribed by the local laws referred to 
in paragraph 3 ubove, or of separating the registration of the limited classes affected by the Bill 
from that of the general population which is required under those laws, it has been found neces 
sary to save the laws providing for the registration of births and deaths within particular local 
areas at present in force or which may hereafter be passed ; and this is done by section 4. The 
result of this section will, therefore, be that the persons to whom the provisions of the Bill 
relating to the registration of births wand deaths are applicable will he bound, as heretofore, to 
satisly the statistical requirements of such local Acts, and will be at liberty to re-register birthe 
and deaths under the Bill for evidential purposes, 


11. Chapter MT provides (section 5) for the establishment by the Local Governments of 
general registry @hives of births, deaths and marriages, and the appointment of Registrars 
} General of Births, Deaths and Marriages. By section 6 indexes are to be kept at the general 

registry offices of all the certified copies of registers which may be sent to them under the Bill 
or under Act 111 of 1872 or the Indian Christian Marriage Act, 1872. These indexes (section 
7) ave to I open to public inspection, and copies of the entries in the certilied copies of the 
registers to which they relate are to be given to all persons applying for them ; and such copies 
ure (section 8) to be admissible in evidence. By section 9 the Registrar General is given the 
superintendence of the Registrars of Births and Deaths. 

12. Chapter IIL, deals with the subject of registration of births and deaths. Section 10 
defines the persons whose births and deaths are registrable as, in British India, the members 
_ of every race, sect or tribe to which the Indian Succession Act, 1865, apvlies and in respect of 
which an order under section 332 of that-Act is not for the time being in force, and all 
persons professing the Christian religion, and in Native States all like persons who are British 
subjects, ‘These provisions of the Bill will therefore, generally speaking, apply to East 
Indiaus, Jews, Armeniaus and Pérsfs as well as to Europeans and Native Christians. These 
are believed to be the ouly classes of persons in the country who are likely to avail themselves

14. The chapter next treats of the mode of registration. It imposes (section 16) dut 

on every Registrar of Births and Deaths to make an entry in his register bool of all births ; 
» deaths of which notice may be given to him within the prescribed time and in the preseribe 
mode by a person authorized to give him such notice, It then sections 17 and 18) specifie 
the persons who shall be authorized to give notice of births and deaths respectively. 

Section 19 provides that the entry of the birth or death is to be signed by the — 
person giving notice, and declares that until it is so signed the birth or death shull not be ~~ 
deemed to be registered. By section 20 every Registrar of Births and Deaths is required 
thy to give on application made at the time of registering any birth or death by the person giving 
i v. notice of the same, and on payment by hitn of the prescribed fee, a certificate of having regis. 

E tered the birth or death, . 

Section 21 provides for the sending by every Registrar of Births and Deaths at prescribed 
intervals to the Registrar General of Births, Deaths and Marriages of certified ‘copies of all 
entries in his register books. In the case of Registrars in British India, the copies are to be 
sent to the Registrar General within whose jurisdiction the local areas for which the Registrar 
is appointed is situate, an exception being made in the case of Registrars who are clergymen 
of ae Churches of England, Rome and Scotland, who may send them to their ecclesiastical 
su to be forwarded by them to the Registrar General. In the case of Registrars 
in Native States, the copies are to be sent to such one of the Registrars General as the 
Governor Genefal in Council may, by notification in the Gazette of India, direct in this behalf, 
Section 22 provides for searches, and grant of copies of entries in register books which shall 
be admissible in evidence. 


15. Sections 23 and 24 prescribe penalties of imprisonment which may extend to three 
years and fine for wilfully giving false information to.a Registrar of Births and Deaths, and of 
fine, which may extend to five hundred rupees, for Registrars of Births and Deaths omitting to 
enter births or deaths in the register or losing or injuring register books. 


16. Lastly, section 25 prescribes the procedure by which errors in the form or substance 
of any entry in a register book of births and deaths may be corrected. 
17. Chapter IV (sections 26 and 27) makes the amendments in Act III of 1872 and the 
Indian Christian Marriage Act, 1872, which are necessary in order to make the provisions of 
these Acts fit in with the scheme of the Bill, under which certified copies of entries in the 
registers kept under these Acts are in future to be sent to the Kegistrar General of Births, 
Deaths and Marriages. 
18. Chapter V deals with the last of the three subjects referred to in the first paragraph 
of this Statement. As noted above, registers of births or baptisms and deaths or burials ] 
are at present kept in all parts of the country by ministers of religion. Registers of © 
marriages were also similarly kept before ‘the marriage-registration law came into force, 
Most of these registers are, as the law now stands, inadmissible in evidence, and possibly man 
of them should never be admitted in evidence owing to the irregular manner in whi 
they have been compiled. At the same time, others are probably fit for admission as public 
registers. Under these circumstances, it seems advisable to follow the analogy of what was done 
in England (see 3 & 4 Vic., c. 92) and provide a procedure under which such of these registers 
.as are worthy of recognition may be validated and certified copies of entries made in them
